Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 65 and 68-71 are pending. Claims 65 and 69-71 are 
allowed. 

The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by 
Applicant's amendment filed 10-10-02 • 

2. Claim 68 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention . 

Claim 68 depends upon a cancelled claim, further there is no 
antecedent basis for the terms NFkB peptides or proteins. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS
